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2 OREGON ANNUAL CONFERENCE 


Rules of Order 


1. The Conference session shall open each day at 8:30 a. m. 
and close at 11:45 a. m., the devotional services to be under the 
direction of the Bishop. 


2. The President shall take the chair at precisely the hour to 
which the Conference stood adjourned, and after devotions shall 
have the minutes of the previous session read and approved. 


3. The President shall decide all questions of order, subject 
to appeal to the Conference; but in case of an appeal the 
question shall be taken without debate. Provided, that after 
the President shall have stated the reason for his decision, the ap- 
pellant may give the grounds of his appeal. 


4. The President shall appoint all committees not otherwise 
ordered by the Conference. 


5. All motions and resolutions shall be reduced to writing if 
the President, Secretary or any member requests it. 


6. No motion shall be considered unless seconded. 


7. When a motion is made and stated by the Chair, a resolu- 
tion offered or a report read, it shall be deemed in possession of 
the Conference. 


- 8. No new motion or resolution shall be made until the one 
under consideration is disposed of, which may be done by adoption 
or rejection, unless one of the following should intervene, which 
motion shall have precedence in the following order, viz.: 


(1) The previous question. 

(2) Indefinite postponement. 

(3) To lay on the table. 

(4) To refer to a committee. 

(5) To postpone to a given time 
(6) To amend. 

(7) To substitute. 

(8) To recommit. 


9. Every speaker on any subject shall rise and address the 
President, and shall not be interrupted while speaking, unless he 
departs from the rules and decorum of the Conference. 


10. No member shall be permitted to speak more than ten 
minutes at any one time, nor more than once on the same ques- 
Hon, until all have spoken who desire, unless leave be granted by 
the Conference, which shall be decided by vote without debate. 
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11. Any member shall have the right to state a question of 
privilege, raise a point of order and make an explanation when 
he considers his arguments have been misrepresented by another. 


12. When speaking, each member shall have due regard for 
the feelings of his brethren by avoiding irritating language and 
personal reflections. 


13. The yeas and nays may be taken on any motion on the 
call of one-third of the members present. 


14. When any measure shall have been adopted, it shall be 
in order for any member who voted with the majority to move 
a reconsideration. 


15. A motion to adjourn shall always be in order and shall 
be decided without debate, unless it shall be for adjournment to 
a fixed time. 


16. No member shall absent himself from the Conference 
without leave, unless he be sick or otherwise unable to attend. 


17. The bar of the Conference shall be fixed by vote, and 
no member outside the bar will be permitted to vote on any 
question, and all members inside the bar shall vote upon all 
questions, unless they are excused by the Conference. 


18. Visitors who address the Conference by permission shall 
not be permitted to speak more than ten minutes without unan- 
imous consent. 


19. All expressions of approval or disapproval during the 
progress of debate shall be deemed a breach of order. 


20. In case an executive session be ordered, only members 
in full connection shall be permitted to sit therein, except by a 
two-thirds vote of the members present and voting. 


21. These rules of order shall not be altered or suspended 
except by a two-thirds vote of the members present and voting. 
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General Rules 


1. The Presiding Bishop is respectfully requested not to 
transfer into our Conference more men than are transferred out; 
not to bring men to places within our bounds without careful 
and equitable adjustment for all; but this rule shall not be 
contrued to the injury of our developing work or so as to em- 
barrass the authorities in providing for new work. 


2. All changes involving conference relations, as well as all 
candidaies for admission on trial, readmission, admission upon 
credentials from other churches and for admission into full 
membership, shall be referred to a committee on Conference 
Relations ; and no such change of relations shall be granted, nor 
any such candidate admitted, until such committee shall have 
made its report. 


3. Whenever the Conference is to consider the admission on 
trial or reception into full connection of any brother, it shall go 
into executive session, (when necessary) said session to convene 
Friday at 1:30 p. m. 


4. No candidate shall be admitted on trial into this Confer- 
ence who is over 40 years of age. 


5. All committees or societies to whom are committed mat- 
ters requiring anniversary or other public service shall provide 
the program for such service. 

6. Members are strictly forbidden to remain in the vestibule 
during the devotional exercises. 

7. The roll of our honored dead shall be called immediately 
after the regular roll call in the presence of the Conference 
standing. : 

8. At the close of. each Conference session the District 
Superintendents shall appoint a Committee on Memoirs, com- 
posed of one member from each district and one from the Con- 
ference at large, which shall be placed upon the list of stand- 
ing committees. Each District Superintendent shall report to 
his committee the death of any minister or wife, or children 
of any minister, which may occur in his District. The chairman 
of this committee shall note the death of any member of the 
Conference or the wife of any such member, and then confer 
with the members of the committee. The memorial service shall 
be held immediately after the roll call of our honored dead. It 
shall consist of usual devotional exercises and an address of twenty 
minutes in length by some member of the Conference named by 
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the committee in charge. The Committee on Memoirs shall have 
full control of the Conference memorial service. 


9. The General Educational Collection shall be applied to the 
Endowment Fund of Willamette University, unless otherwise or- 
dered by a vote of the Conference, and delivered to the Treasurer 
of the Board of Trustees. 


10. The Secretary of the Conference shall keep a journal of 
the proceedings, and when approved, the printed minutes shall 
be the official record of the Conference. He shall take charge 
of the journals and all Conference papers, keep them safe and 
have them forwarded to the place of Conference sessions, 


11. It shall be the duty of the Conference Treasurer to place 
in the hands of the Conference Claimants present, and to send to 
those absent, drafts for the amount due them from the funds of 
the Conference provided for that purpose, as shown by the 
report of the Conference Board of Stewards. 


12. No person shall be advanced in his studies in the Confer- 
ence course of study who is conditioned upon more than one 
study. 

13. The President shall provide for closing up the business 
of the final session of the Annual Conference that due and 
sufficient time shall be given for proper devotional services just 
preceding the reading of the appointments, that no unseemly haste 
or disorder at such time be manifest. — : 


14. It shall be the duty of the Secretary to publish these rules 
in the Conference Journal. 


15. These general and standing rules shall not be altered or 
suspended except by a two-thirds vote of the members present 


and voting. 
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Rules for Travelling Preachers Course 
of Study 


1, All written work, including sermon, to be in the hands of the 
proper examiner at the close of the midyear examinations, and not 
later than one month before Conference. 


2. Examinations will be in connection with the Ministerial As- 
sociations or District Conferences for midyear work, and also between 
July 1st and August 15th. Completion of work the day before Con- 
ference. 


8. All credits from recoginzed institutions must be presented to 
the Chairman. 


4, When a student fails to attain 70% in any examination, the 
Examiner shall report this to the student and refer him to the Chair- 
man of the Board to arrange for re-examination. 


5. All grades are to be reported promptly to the Registrar, and 
also to the student. : 


6. Any student not appearing for any examinations for two full 
Conference years, unless students in some of our institutions of learn- 


ing, shall be reported to the Annual Conference for consideration of 
their case. 


7. A fee of $1.00 per year is required of each student to defray 


the necessary expenses of examinations, and must be paid before the 
examinations are begun. 


8. The officers of the Board of Examiners are: W. J. Douglass, 
chairman.

AMERICAN BIBLE SOCIETY. 


The American Bible Society, this year, celebrates its one hundredth 
anniversary. ; 

General recognition has been given by practically all of the govern- 
ing bodies of the Protestant churches. The celebration of the Society’s 
Centennial will continue throughout the year and it is urged that all 
churches who have not as yet made use of the splendid literature 
which is provided by the Society, both for the Sunday School and for 
the Church, will avail themselves of this opportunity to exalt the 
Word of God. 

It is estimated that in the United States 90 per cent of the for- 
eigners from Roman Catholic countries are without any portion of 
God’s Word and over 15 to 20 per cent of the native born have no 
Bibles in their homes. 

During 1915 there were 550 workers in the United States super- 
vised by nine Agency Secretaries, and, in the foreign lands, under the 
direction of twelve able Agents, there were 1,450 workers, a total of 
2,000 engaged in the world-wide work of Bible distribution. 


There were distributed in the United States 1,184,991 volumes in 
ninety-nine different languages and, in foreign countries, 8,106; 110, 
making a total of 4,491,101 copies. 

Notwithstanding war conditions there is a general increasing de- 
mand for the Word of God throughout the earth and we hereby pledge 
ourselves to support the Society which represents us in the translation, 
printing and distribution of the Bible, to the end that the knowledge 
and power of the Word may hasten the coming of the Kingdom of 
Christ throughout the world.

We recommend that plans be laid by each district for the observ- 
ance of “Advocate Day” in order that the number of subscribers may 
even be increased under the present emergency. We recommend that 
a plan similar to the following may be arranged: 

1. Some week, before the end of the year, be agreed upon by the 
District Superintendent and the Editor. 

2. Preceding the week set all charges on that district shall send 
in a short news item concerning the work. 

8. Sample copies in sufficient number shall be ordered by each 
pastor for distribution. 

4. An earnest every member canvass shall be made by the pastor 
assisted by a local committee. 

5. Reports of the results shall be made to the District Superin- 
tendent who shall tabulate the same and forward to the Advo- 
cate office. 

We urge that the sales room at Portland be patronized and that 
orders for Sunday School supplies be placed in that office. To Editor 
Hughes we pledge our most earnest and sympathetic co- preration for 
the best Pacific Christian Advocate we have-ever had.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON EDUCATION. 


The responsibility of the moral and intellectual training of the 
thousands of children and young people in our own land and other 
countries rests largely with us as a Church. 


Board of Education 


The intentions and achievements of this board make it worthy of 
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our highest appreciation and strongest support. 

1. The Children’s Day collection which has aided from the begin- 
ning 23,386 students, is more helpful and efficient than ever before. 
The funds obtained from this source are not yet large enough to meet 
the demands. 

2. Since the General Conference has provided that our Board of 
Education undertake to help care for the religious work in tax-sup- 
ported institutions the calls upon the Board’s treasury are nearly 
doubled. Clearly it should have its full 20 per cent up to the amount 
apportioned to this Conference for the one public educational collec- 
tion by the General Conference Commission on Finance. Whatever 
Wwe may raise above that apportionment is ours. 

_ 8. While we anticipate helpful results from the joint efforts of 
the Boards of Home Mission and Church Extension and the Board 
of Education, it is evident that much of this responsibility must con- 
tinue with the local constituents of the work. 

4. We congratulate the Board upon the “Christian Student,” so 
much in favor with educators because of its superior excellence. 


Willamette University 


The past year has been pleasing to the friends of Willamette Uni- 
versity. The faculty has been exceptionally competent, there has been 
the finest spirit of co-operation, the enrollment increased fifty-six (56) 
and the character of the students has been wholesome and Christian. 
Willamette is pledged to promote Christian character and to foster the 
highest scholarship; and in this she is maintaining her best traditions. 

Except for the loss of instructors connected with the academy, 
which is now discontinued, the faculty remains the same as last year, 
the best evidence of their ability and worth. 

We again emphasize the judgment that Christian education is 
fundamentally important to the advancement of Christianity, and for 
the development of a safe citizenship. Because of this assurance we 
look to Willamette University to perform an exalted service and to our 
people to support the institution in doing it. We urge the pastors to 
use their best efforts to inform our youth about Willamette and early 
to send their names to the president. 


Woman’s Dormitory 


Attention is again called to the insistent need for a new dormitory 
for women. Not to have this building at an early date will seriously 
interfere with the progress of the school and be a reproach to the 
people of our Church. A small portion of the fund for such a building 
is pledged and we urge the Trustees quickly to become actively inter- 
ested in the matter. 
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’ Apportionments 


The last General Conference made the collection for education to 
be one of the apportioned benevolences, and we pledge our best efforts 
to meet this in full. Of this fund, 20 per cent is to go to the New 
York office for general educational purposes, and we recommend that 
16 per cent be given to Kimball College of Theology, and the balance, 
64 per cent, be given to Willamette University.

Administration 


We express our confidence in the administration of the affairs 
of the University and pledge our support to its high standards of 
culture and morals.

And your Committee on Education 
notes with pleasure the fitting and splendid inauguration planned for 
Dr. Doney as President of Willamette University and scheduled to 
take place on the 18th of October, next. 


Kimball College of Theology 


The friends of the College are multiplying continually. Among 
our people the desire for a trained ministry finds expression in 
their attitude towards their theological school. The leaders in the 
Conferences are its logical supporters. 

After the most searching inquiry into the surroundings, work, 
present condition, and the outlook for the College, the Board of 
Education placed its seal of approval upon it and made a substan- 
tial contribution to its current expenses. The following resolutions 
are presented for your adoption: 

Resolved: 


1. That we continue to endorse Kimball College of Theology as 
a necessary auxiliary to the Christian work in the Northwest. 

2. That we commend the effort to enlist the interest of our 
ministers, and of our Sunday Schools, in the endowment of the John 
Flinn Memorial Chair of Systematic Theology, and we recommend 
that such of our Sunday Schools as have not already contributed to 
that fund shall have an. early opportunity to do so. 


3. We recommond that the Board of Education continue ‘to ae 
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tend to the College such financial help as the conditions may justify. 

4. We recommend the appointment of Dr. Edwin Sherwood and 
of Dr. Everett S. Hammond to professorships in the College, and of 
Dr. Walton Skipworth and Dr. George H. Parkinson as Conference 
visitors. 

Of the Sunday Schools reporting contributions for the John Flinn 
Memorial Chair of Systematic Theology the Marquam Sunday School 
_ in the Marquam and Hubbard charge in the Salem District, con- 
tributed the largest amount for members present on the day the 
collection was taken. Such “honorable mention” is due this charge.

CONFERENCE CLAIMANTS’ ENDOWMENT SECRETARY 
REPORT. 


Dear Bishop and Brethren:— 
Two years ago the Oregon Conference voted to place an agent in 
the field to increase the Permanent Fund for the Conference Claimants 
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for this Conference. In accord with this action I have been appointed 
each year since to this work. During that time the ever growing hard 
times in this state has made it an exceedingly difficult task to obtain 
funds for any but the regular church work. 

It was thought best by the Conference Claimants’ Commission 
appointed by this Conference that no collections nor subscriptions be 
taken in the public services. So results have come entirely from per- 
sonal work. Your Secretary has not been in any way satisfied with 
the results obtained, especially as far as cash recipts are concerned. 
However, we have labored as faithfully as we ever did in any other 
work assigned us by our church. The trustees of the Permanent Fund 
will report about $18,000 increase of their fund during the two years’ 
period since this office was created. 

We have been to nearly all the charges in the Conference, giving 
an address in the interests of this work. We have very generally 
found our people had little or no realization of the needs of a Per- 
manent Fund. We are pleased to report a constantly growing senti- 
ment in favor of this movement. We know that several wills have 
been made, wherein this fund will become a beneficiary in considerable 
amounts. 

We have tried to present this work in all its phases by means of 
short articles almost weekly in the Pacific Christian Advocate. We 
know of results that have obtained from these items. We have also 
distributed close to 16,000 tracts bearing on this subject. We have 
tried to educate and inspire our people in every way possible. 

An Endowment from $100,000 to $200,000 is essential to enable 
this Conference to meet the disciplinary requirements by paying the 
FULL CLAIMS. It is necessary! it is possible of accomplishment; it 
can, and it must be done. It should be done in the near future. We 
leave all to the Great Father above, hoping and praying that in due 
time He will inspire His people called Methodist in the Oregon Con- 
ference and place these amounts in the Endowment.

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EPWORTH LEAGUE INSTITUTE 


To the Oregon Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church: 

In spite of the hard times and the fact that many of our young 
men were at the front, this year’s Institute showed a small increase 
over the preceding years. The lack of interest on the part of a 
large majority of the pastors seemed to be clearly shown. This 
must be remedied if the young people of the Oregon Conference 
are to have the advantage that will make them more efficient 
laborers for the Lord Jesus Christ. We must have your help and 
active support or else we will have to close the doors, or else keep 
the attendance down to the minimum. 

We have changed the location of the Institute for the future, 
and will have it at Camp Epworth, just across the Santiam River 
from Jefferson. The people of Jefferson want the Institute, and 
the League of this place has placed a 20 by 30 foot sign along 
the Pacific Highway and in view of the passengers on the Southern 
Pacific. The City of Jefferson has granted us the privilege, free 
of charge, to attach our water pipe on to that of the city. Im the 
Spring an Institute Day is to be declared by the mayor and the 
citizens of the city will go to the grounds, have a regular cleanup 
and build a dining hall if we furnish the lumber and nails. 

Oct. 30-Nov. 4 has been declared Institute Week, when money 
is to be raised by each League of the Conference for making next 
year’s the best and by far the largest gathering of young people 
that we have yet had for educating themselves for the work of the 
Master.

EVANGELISM 
Brethren: 


We rejoice over the action of the last General Conference in the 
extension of plans for inspiring the Church to a more earnest pas- 
toral and personal evangelism. 

We have noted with interest that our preachers are putting a 
stronger emphasis on the old doctrines that have made Methodism 
famous as a soul saving church. 

We would urge our pastors to have the waste basket handy, with 
rare exceptions, for many of the letters used as advanced agents of 
evangelistic parties; many leaders of such come as “angels of light,” 
but prove to be nothing more than “Absoloms at the gate.” 

We would advise against hasty recommendations of evangelists. 
It would be better to defer testimonials to be used in our church pa- 
pers and in circulars, until after such time has elapsed for the prob- 
able reaction. 

We would urge the greatest possible caution against hyphenated 
religionists of other denominations, who maliciously or otherwise in- 
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trude, and inject by testimony or exhortation, an unwholesome in- 
fluence into the services of the church. We should sustain the same 
relation to these that a mother would sustain to a stranger who 
would enter the home and slap the children. 

We recommend that every Church lay siege against the forces of 
iniquity. We should be satisfied with nothing short of a breaking 
up of the fallow ground, and seeking the Lord until he rain right- 
' eousness upon the people. 

A perennial revival should be our ideal, and when special revival 
meetings are conducted, wherever possible it should be done with 
the pastor as his own evangelist. 

We look forward with delightful anticipation to a spiritual uplift 
through the year, and consequently an ingathering of many souls.

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SANCITY OF THE SABBATH 

The recognition of one day in seven for rest and worship is a 
scientific necessity to the physical, intellectual, social, moral and 
religious nature of man. 

The Fourth Commandment is based upon the fundimental law of 
human nature. The history of nations and the teachings of Reve- 
lation unite in declaring that both the economic and spiritual prog- 
ress of the world depends largely upon the sancity of the Lord’s 
Day. 

We therefore note with serious concern the menace which is of- 
fered to the sancity of this day by the greed for gold and the lust 
for pleasure. 

At the next November election a ballot will be taken for the re- 
peal of the Sunday law of Oregon; and unless the majority of the 
people can be awakened to vote against this repeal, all forms of 
Sunday labor and business and amusements will be legalized through- 
out the State, with the one exception of barbering. 

Therefore your Committee strongly urges: 

That each pastor preach on this important subject before the 
coming election, and urge his congregation to vote against the re- 
peal of the Sunday law. 

That a committee be appointed in each Church by the pastor or 
Quarterly Conference, to work for the promotion of both a civil and 
a religious Sabbath. 

That as Churches we will co-operate with other organizations for 
the enactment of an improved form of Sunday law through the next 
State Legislature, and for the creation of a public conscience on the 
proper observance of the Sabbath. 

That we approve the work which has been done through the past 
year under the auspices of the Commission on Social Service of our 
Conference, in connection with the field labors of Brother G. L. 
Tufts, and that we stand committed to engage in a determined and 
continuous campaign until Oregon shall have outlawed all unneces- 
sary Sunday labor and business, and all forms of commercialized 
Sunday sports and amusements. 

We herewith record our sincere regret that the management of 
the Oregon State Fair has, according to the reports published in the 
press, continued the fair officially through Sunday, October 1, 
thereby allying themselves with those interests that are moving to- 
ward the breaking down of the Christian Sabbath, and we respect- 
fully protest against this stain upon the State of Oregon.

ANNUAL REPORT OF SUNDAY SCHOOL MISSIONARY odie 
OREGON CONFERENCE, 1916. 


With profound gratitude to the Father for His constant care and 
favor, I come to make my third annual report of my work as your 
Sunday School Missionary. As a representative of the Board of 
Sunday Schools, I make a monthly report in detail to the Board, 
but it is well that I report to you also, that you may know that I 
have been on my job. 

Like the two previous years, I have not missed an appointment 
on account of illness or accident. 

During the year past I have traveled 14,782 miles. 281 miles on 
foot, 1160 by stage or rig, and balance by rail. I have visited 148 
different communities, and called on 512 families, taught 38 Sunday 
School classes, delivered 252 sermons and addresses. Twenty-three 
persons have been converted in services held by me and 29 others 
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have expressed a desire to begin the Christian life. During this 
year I have given more attention to the organized Bible Class move- 
ment. I have sent to the office in Chicago applications for 15 class 
certificates and two Teacher Training classes. These organized 
Bible Classes are building around the Sunday Schools walls so high 
that the youth of 16 and thereabout cannot slip out so easily. They 
are not tempted to leave the school when they find there the best 
young people organized for service. 

The Board of Sunday Schools is constantly putting out the 
best of literature in leaflet and book form. A good supply of these 
has been placed at my disposal, of which I have made good use 
among the Pastors and Sundy School Superintendents, which, I trust, 
has been an inspiration to them in their efforts to raise the Sunday 
School from its place as the Church nursery to a Church Bible 
School for all ages. 

According to instructions from the Board I have paid some atten- 
tion to the finances of our work, assisting some Pastors to meet 
their apportionments, and have forwarded to Chicago $109.58, for 
which vouchers have been sent to the Pastors. | 

My entire year’s expense has amounted to $261.25. Thank you, 
brethren, for your hospitality, which with the courtesy of the rail- 
roads is responsible for this small amount. Since October 1, 1915, 
24 new Methodist Episcopal Sunday Schools have been organized 
and 8 reorganized, 32 in all. These have made religious instruction 
possible for 1,073 persons. 

While I am the only Methodist representative of this work in 
Oregon, some denominations have a worker for a single county. I 
am glad to noie the interest and sympathy with the work of the 
Board of Sunday Schools on the part of both preachers and laymen, 
and in response to their generous interest in our Conference, we 
should not do less than continue our loyalty to them.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON TEMPERANCE. 


The most cursory observer of current events cannot fail to see the 
significance of the present crisis in the world battle for temperance. 
In our own country nineteen states are already dry; nine more vote 


on constitutional prohibition this fall, with good prospects for a 


fayorable. result in a majority of them; and five additional are prepar- 


ing. to vote next year. The coming winter will see constitutional pro-: 
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hibition submitted to the people by Congressional action, and will 
probably see prohibition enacted for the District of Columbia, and 
other territory over which the National government has immediate 
control. 

When we look abroad we see a war in progress which shocks by 
its horrors every sentiment of humanity; and yet this very war has 
indirectly led to absolute prohibition in the most populous nation of 
Europe, and to a drastic curtailment of the liquor traffic in other great 
powers of that continent. In view of these facts it does not seem too 
much to expect that our own country will be dry in less than a decade, 
and the world be dry in a generation. 

Our own state of Oregon carried prohibition by the largest ma- 
jority ever accorded that measure by any state in the Union, and for 
nine months we have not had a saloon within our borders. The record 
of improved conditions in these nine months constitutes an incontra- 
vertible argument for prohibtion. Arrests for drunkenness have de- 
creased more than 75 per cent; commitments to the penitentiary have 
decreased 44 per cent; and, in spite of hard times, savings bank depos- 
its have increased, and thousands of new accounts have been opened. 

But the brewers have submitted to our citizens an amendment to 
our constitution which would rob us of our hard-won prohibition, 
and reopen the saloons as “brewers’ agencies,” making our last state 
worse than our first. We denounce this treacherous amendment, and 
will oppose it to the utmost of our power. 

We commend heartily the other amendment prohibiting the ship- 
ment of liquor into the state for beverage purposes, and will labor for 
its adoption. 

We rejoice that the last General Conference enlarged the work of 
our Temperance Society, and located its headquarters at the capital 
of our Nation, that its influence might thereby be multiplied. We 
pledge our loyal support to this “Board of Temperance, Prohibition 
and Public Morals,” and to its efficient Secretary, our own Clarence 
True Wilson. 

We welcome the co-operation in this battle for the right, of the 
Anti-Saloon League, the Woman’s Christian Temperance Union, and 
all other organizations which seek to drive the use, manufacture and 
sale of liquor from our land. Realizing that our greatest danger is 
from the apathy of our friends, rather than the enmity of our foes, 
we pledge ourselves to do our utmost to arouse the indifferent, that 
another great victory for God and righteousness may be won next 
November. .

CALVIN M. BRYAN 


Calvin Mitchell Bryan was born in Ohio March 4, 1841, and died 
in Albany, Oregon, January 31, 1916. He moved with his parents 
to Wisconsin in his youth, from Wisconsin to Iowa in 1861, from 
which place he enlisted in the Civil War, serving full time. After 
the war he came West, settling in Dakota territory in 1867. Was 
married to Miss Mary Hill in 1868; taught school for several years 
until he heard the call to preach. He united with the Des Moines 
Conference in 1870; through change in boundaries he became a mem- 
ber of the Northwest Iowa Conference. On his first circuit of eight 
points he had a continual revival, but his health broke down and 
he had to take a rest. In 1881 he moved to Washington, Columbia 
River Conference, and was stationed at Moscow, Idaho. In 1886 he 
was transferred to the Oregon Conference where he remained until 
his death. The Conference granted him the superannuated relation 
‘in 1907. He was nearly 50 years in the ministry, 30 of which was 
spent in the Oregon Conference. He was evangelistic in his preach- 
ing and successful as a soul winner. He had perfect faith and 
trust in the Christ he preached. ; 

The funeral service was conducted by his pastor, James Moore, 
assisted by D. H. Leech of Corvallis and the members of the Albany 
Ministerial Association. The G. A. R., of which he was a member, 
and the Ladies of Relief Corps attended in a body, and in their 
ritualistic service beautifully expressed their appreciation and sym- 
pathy. He was a faithful, fearless and successful preacher of the 
whole Gospel of the Son of God. Besides his wife the deceased 
leaves to mourn his loss five daughters, two sons, two sisters, one 


brother and a nephew, C. H. Bryan of the Oregon Conference, pastor 
at Halsey. 


WILLIAM JAMES GARDINER 


William James Gardiner was born in England August 3, 1845, 
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and died in Cottage Grove, Ore., January 29, 1916. Brother Gar- 
diner came to the United States when he was four years old. In 
1853 the family moved to Iowa where both his parents died. In 
1862 he enlisted in the Civil War and was in several important 
battles, and after three years service was honorably discharged. 
Brother Gardiner was converted during his army life. His conver- 
sion was clear, and he was very successful as a soul winner among 
his comrades. He received his divine call to the ministry in 1873 
and began work on the Maple Valley circuit in Iowa. From 1878 
to 1888 he was very successful in the State of Iowa in building 
churches and in winning many for Christ. In 1888, broken in 
health, he removed to Oregon and served six different charges. At 
Cottage Grove he organized the First Methodist Episcopal Church 
on Thanksgiving evening, November 29, 1888, with twenty-seven 
charter members. In October, 1908, he removed to Cottage Grove 
where he has lived until called to his reward. 

The funeral services were held in the First Methodist Episcopal 
Church, Cottage Grove, January 31, 1916, and the body was laid 
away in the cemetery at Walker. The services were conducted by 
the pastor, Rev. H. N. Aldrich, assisted by the following brethren: 
C. E. Cline, a classmate; R. S. Bishop of Creswell; Hiram Gould, an 
old Conference associate in Iowa; T. B. Ford, a former District 
Superintendent, and George H. Feese, a former pastor. Brother 
Gardiner’s family are all living. The widow, Mrs. Susannah Gard- 
iner, Leonard, Gardiner of Salem, Mrs. Myrtle Morgan of Lowell, 
Mrs. Alma Bennett of Salem, W. J. Gardiner of Sacramento, Cal., 
and Mrs. Grace Wood of Cottage Grove. They were all present for 
the funeral. A good soldier of Jesus Christ has gone to his reward 
and the world is poorer because of his passing out.

JOSEPH HENRY SKIDMORE 


.Joseph Henry Skidmore was born August 21, 1837, at Worcester- 
shire, England, and died May 2, 1916, at Vancouver, Wash. He 
was one of the pioneer preachers and educators of Oregon and at 
the time of his death was one of the three oldest members of the 
Oregon Conference. He was a self-made man in the real sense. He 
began work in the coal mines when eight years of age, without 
having ever attended school. At the age of ten he came to Amer- 
ica. At twenty years of age he entered Greenwich Institute, Rhode 
Island. He came to the front so rapidly that he became a teacher. 
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He was converted in the Methodist Church at Providence. He 
became active as a Sunday School worker and was soon made a 
local preacher. At the beginning of the Civil War he was elected 
chaplain of the first Rhode Island regiment, but failed to receive 
the appointment. In 1863 he came to California and organized the 
first public school. at San Bernardino. During the Civil War he 
worked to elect Lincoln president, but the opposition to him was so 
intense that he left and came to Nevada. After a short stay he 
came to Coos Bay and engaged in the logging business. He had 
the distinction of preaching at the first religious service held in 
Coos County. He was -the first teacher of mathematics and later 
principal of the Wilbur Academy in Douglas County. He married 
Annie M. Hill at Wilbur July 6, 1869. He was founder and for six 
years was president of the Ashland Academy, which later became 
the Southern Oregon State Normal School. He built the present 
Methodist Church at Ashland, quarrying the cut stone with his own 
hands. In 1878 he was offered the Republican nomination for Con- 
gress, but declined. An able and eloquent preacher, he was much 
sought after as a stump orator. From 1880 until some years be- 
fore his death he held pastorates in Idaho, Washington and Oregon. 
He was at one time Presiding Elder of the Idaho Conference. The 
dominating feature of Brother Skidmore’s life was kindness. It 
was his invariable practice to think of others first. No one ever 
heard: him utter one unkind word. 

He is survived by his wife and four sons, Joseph H. of Omaha, 
Neb., Newell G. of Vancouver, Wash., Fredrick H. of Pioneerville, 
Ida., and Charles E. of Berkeley, Cal. 

The funeral was conducted at Vancouver, Wash., May 4 by T. B. 
Ford, Superintendent of the Salem District, and E. L. Benedict, 
pastor of First Church, Vancouver.
